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1 . The amendment filed Sept. 2, 2005 has been entered. 

2. Claims 18, 31-34 and 36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Genovese et a! US 6,228,657. 

Note abstract, drawing, col. 7, lines 25-35, col. 8, lines 46-59 and col. 12, lines 
50-65. The combination of the sample holder and heater in combination appears 
considerable as being attached in use. 

3. Claims 19-25, 27-30, 35 and 37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Genovese et al. 

Genovese et al does not teach the specifics of these claims but they all appear 
from applicants disclosure obvious uses of known types of detectors in view of the 
intended use of heating a chemical agent detector. 

4. Claim 26 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed Sept. 2, 2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. They were however were persuasive in showing that in view of the 
amendment the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112(1) and (2) were overcome.
